Trapped in an icebox and surround- 
ed by flames and smoke, two men had a 
narrow escape from death yesterday in 
a mysterious explosion which wrecked 
the saloon of Joseph Bebargal at 1341 
Marianna street. Bebargal himself was 
fatally injured. He died last night in 
Alexian Brothers’ hospital. 

Lieut. Arthur J. Brady of truck com- 


|pany No. 55 heard the rescued men 


pounding on the walls of their prison 
and with his men broke down the gal- 
vanized iron door of the icebox. \When 
the door was broken down both men 


ried to the street by firemen. 

,The two-men were Joseph Bebargal 
Jr., son of the saloonkeeper and bar- 
tender in the saloon, and Frank 
Scheffman, 24, of 1437 West 13th street, 
a patron. Both were severely burned 
on the hands and shoulders. 

“Home Brew ” Explosion? 

The explosion is believed to have 
been the result of an effort to make 
“home brew.” It occurred about 8:30 
o’clock in the morning, apparently in 
the basement of the saloon, and was 
followed immediately by a fire. 

Both the Bebargals and Scheffman 
were in the basement. The younger 
Bebargal and Scheffman were in an 
icebox abov* tren feet square in the 
front part of the basement, and’ the 
father was in the rear, where the ceil- 
ing is only three feet high. 

Berbagal Sr.’s injuries were caused 
almost entirely by the explosion, which 
shattered from thirty to forty jugs. 
He was able to make his way to the 
upper part of the saloon unaided.

docks. 
In the course of a talk on board this

ment, Mr. Lasker remarked that the

Mr. Lasker reiterated that the new 
board, of which President Harding made 
him the head, inherfted the greatest 
commercial wreck of ‘all time.

We hope a permanent liaison has been established 
between the American Legion and the National 
Education association, the representative organiza- 
tion of teachers in our country. The Legion is 
much more than a league for the defense of the 
interests of its members. It is a league for the 
defense of the nation, not only in war but in peace. 
It is & league of loyal Americans for the defense 
of American institutions, American principles, 
American ideas, American national character. 
In that high service the American school, that is 
‘the American teaching body, is and must 'be in the 
first line. It is to the teacher the republic turns 
ov ‘er its embryo citizens in their plastic years. It 
is to the school that we give the first ey of 
making loyal citizens. é 
Therefore the teachers and the war proved 
patriotic citizens of the Legion are shoulder to 
shoulder. “We ‘hope this is realized and will find 
_ effective expression in constant exchange of ideas 
\ and co¥peration in action. 

‘A beginning, in fact, was made when at the 
recent convention of the N. E. A. the Americani- 
zation committee of tf. Legion told the association 
of its hopes as to education in Americanism. “I 
wish,” said Chairman Ryan of the committee, “it 
were possible for me to acquaint every teacher of 
America with the. fact that the American Legion 
has no more sincere desire than that of dedicating 
itself to the welfage of the teacher, student and 
school. The school is the foundation of the nation. 
if the American school fails, America will fail. We 
have inherited the greatest blessings any govern- 
ment has ever bestowed upon its people. The 
Legion proposes to preserve and safeguard that 
government.” 

That in a nutshell is indeed the American faith, 
as old as the nation and deeply implanted in Amer- 
ican conviction. Sadly as we neglect our teachers 
in material ways in many communities, this is our 
creed, and in time we shall learn to do better 
justice to it than we do now.

from oun civic affairs would be @ disaster. 


Nevertheless, there is a limit to the function of 
the church.-.Acting in the field of morals, this func- 
tion is clear. Acting upon the character of indi- 
viduals to influence high standards of action in pri- 
vate and public life, to create good citizenship and 
righteous conduct, there can be no dispute as to 
the propriety of its activities. But what if a church, 
acting as an organization, enters the field of polit. 
ical action and policy and seeks to use its strength 
to force a particular line of political policy on the 
theory that this policy conforms to its own re- 
-ligious or moral concepts? 

Is this not such a confusion of the function o* 
church and state as American principle prohibits?

unless it is vigorously combated. If we do not 
clearly realize what our institutions and principles 
mean, against what forces they were asserted and 
established, what evils they overcame and replaced, 
what service they achieved and still, perform for 
human progress and welfare, we are in no condi- 
tion to withstand the plausible proposals of change 
and the one sided criticism of remaining evils 
which are constantly urged by radicals upon the 
=minds of a vast body of our people. : 

Changes, profound.and revolutionary, do not an- 
nounce themselves with a blowing of trumpets. 
‘They do not spring up over night. On the contrary, 
they are prepared through many years of propa- 
ganda. Thus institutions and systems which h 
been erected in blood and sacrifice and are worthy 
of preservation may be overthrown in the passion 
of a moment, and have to be erected again at a 
great cost. 

American progress may avoid these delusive vio- 
lences and go forward as an evolution from experi- 
ence and reasoned will.

Any one of the states can, by the aid 
of science, destroy all of the others if science makes the strides in death-deal- 
ing that it made during the four years we are forgetting. so completely. That 
world state shall not be a league of nations but a United States of the World, 
with universal laws, universal currency, ministries of world trade, of world 
communication, of world social and labor conditions, of world health, and, what 


The best way to secure a world understanding is to create a world bible, 
a Bible of Civilization, a book which can be read by every person in the 
world and which shall teach man his relations to time, to civilization, and to 
the future. He thinks that the present Christian, Bible is a model to follow, 
but that its application to present day human life is impossivie. His. pro- 
posed Bible of Civilization, perhaps two or three times as bulky as the old 
Bible, would consist of: , 
} The historical books with maps and the like (an explana.fon of man's 
plate in the progress of the world from the vaporous beginnings—something 
more compact than his Outline of History, but on the same fourdation). 
‘The books of conduct and wisdon.. Stwles of life, health, and the funda- 
mental laws of human government.) 
The anthologies of poetry and literature (of all nations, excluding all 
dramas and all novels, or rather putting them fnto an Apocrypha. Incident- 
ally, he thinks that Henley’s “‘I Am the Captain of My Soul” should be in- 
duded in the anthology, but that Shakespeare belongs in the Apocrypha). 
And finally a book of forecasts in which statesmen, philosophers, and all 
forward thinkers should put down their vision of the future, as the Hebrew 
Bible ended with forecasts and the Book of Revelation. Such a Bible of Civ- 
jization should be written by a committee of the world’s great men and be 
kept up to date by constant revision. ‘“‘My vision—a little row of four or 
five volumes in every house, in every life throughout the world, holding the 
lives and ideas and imaginations of men together in a net of common fami- 
lar phrases and conmimon established hopes.” 
Thus can civilization be salvaged, Mr. Wells suggests. You'll find his book 
much more stimulating than this mere restatement of his theories!

“Jenny,” by Sigrid Undset, is the first of the Borzoi-Gyldendal books. 
The firm of Gyldendal has been, almost since its founding in 1870, the foremost 
publishing house in Scandinavia. Mr. Alfred Knopf has arranged with them 
for American publication of the books which they bring out in English trans- 
lation. So far there have been three of them—‘ Jenny,” “ The Sworn Bro- 
thers,” a story of the early days of Iceland, written by the greatest of modern 
Icelandic authors, and “Grim” by Svend Fleuron, a sort of novel with a pike 
as the hero. The Knut Hamsun books are also published by Gyldendal in 
England, but their publication in this country is not an experiment. They 
are doomed to success. | 

But a word about “Jenny.” Sigrid Undset is, so rumor has it, the best | 
known woman writer in Norway, and the most widely read. For that reason 
“Jenny ” would be an interesting book even if it weren't (which isn't an Irish 
bull, but perfectly comprehensible fact). “Jenny” is the story of a girl of 27 
who has never known love. Her essay into the field of asphodel is with a 
youth, younger by two or three years than she is. Their idyl in Rome is 
much the same love record that any old-fashioned popular novelist might 
make—all beauty, all spirit, all everything fit for the old-fashioned young girl. 
The conversation is extremely modern, however, which is, to me, most amus- 
ing. Evidently the whole civilized world is talking the same fundamental 
thought-language. The characters in “Jenny” say nothing that mightn’t be 
sid by characters of “ This Side of Paradise” or “ Debatable Ground” or 
“Woman” or any of the other very modern American, English, or French

When the fay! suffers the chills of a return to Norway-.and to two fami- 
lies which are cruel in their demands it flickers, out. Instead Jenny finds 
herself chained by a passion for the youth's father, not love, simply a sense 
of incompleteness in her life without him. The rest is a story of cruel reality, 
With her lover’s divorce from his wife, her increasing loathing for him, the 
death of her baby, and‘a final melodramatic scene after which she kills herself. 
The characters are Scandinavian art students in Rome, in Norway, and in 
Germany. If, when you have read it, you don’t marvel at the familiarity of 


the psychology of the characters...

Looking Up and Down at Our Neighbors. 

HE other interpretation of life is certainly more humble, fair, and, so to 
say, democratic. We feél united fo all those creatures which up to now 
we regarded only as our subjects and predestined victims. It may take 

away from our pride, which was always silly and sometimes diabolical, but it 
will add to our*happiness. Why should it do that? rae 

The question cannot be answered satisfactorily, because the answer will 
always be individual. All those in whom the craving for power is strong will 
obstinately stick to the idea:‘that man is the overlord of the earth and that all 
the other beings were given to him to do with them whatever he pleased. All 
those who believe in equal opportunities will feel happier when they are in 
rank and file with the other emanations of’ nature. Of course, we do not 
know how natural history will work out these opportunities, and we may even 
smile at the pettiness of this comparison. But the old idea of man as a ruth- 
less and irresponsible tyrant strikes me as being odious, and without the coun- 
terpoise of the trembling contemplation of life after death it would have made 
the world an unbearable sojourn, the booty and battleground of monsters like 
the Borgias.

When this idea has taken hold of you, you will smile at the idea of kow- 
towing to.a multimillionaire, and you will not be tempted to scorn the beggar. 
‘Pride and humility will be empty words for you. “Oneness”, will be the only 
word. You will refuse to hurt. other people because you know that by doing 
so you would only hurt yourself. You will be glad to help other people, because 
by doing so you will help yourself. There is no isolation possible. Everything 
is connected, interdependent. Everything is the same, although appearance 
is ever-varying.

One Way to View Objects of Aversion. 
F I consider myself as an individual, a “ being that cannot be divided,” 
that stands alone by himself, in contrast with its surroundings and in 
antagonism to other individuals, such an interpretation of my earthly 
position may easily and logically lead up to the delusion that my ego is the 
god whom I must serve. Then practically everything will be allowed to me, 
because life is struggle and war, and I must subjugate, not to be subjugated: 
I must kill, not to be killed. I must choose between being master or slave, 
hammer or anvil. The choice will not be difficult. Egotism will be my watch- 
word. 


But if I realize that I am of the same cas as the other beings the word 
egotism loses its meaning. The word altruism loses its meaning, too. What 
do we understand by altruism? (“ Alter,” a Latin word, means: the other gne.) 
Consideration of the other man’s feelings, needs, and desires. But. there 4 no 
other man. The other man is the same man. “That art thou.”: He is I. 


In every day life it is not easy to keep this in mind. We meet people 
whom we dislike, whom he hate, whom we loathe. The very idea that such a 
man should resemble me, that the elements of our beings should be the same, 
is offensive, disgusting, heinous. But a simple operation of our mind will 
bring a hygienic diversion. Try to find out what is the feature which you 
dislike most in the object of your aversion and then examine yourself calmly 
and impartially. In ninety-nine cases out of a hundred you will discover it 
in the makeup of your own character, and all of a sudden you will feel that 
in disliking the other one you disliked yourself only. You saw yourself in a 
magnifying and uglyfying mirror, and this uncomplimentary picture aroused 
your wrath. 

“Tat twam asi.” If humankind would understand these three simple 
words. a new era would begin—the era of codperation, which the world needs 
so badly. They were spoken thousands of years ago; their exhortation was 
buried in the clangor of the everlasting struggle for life, but again and again 
they emerged, and today they are endowed with a new significance and a new

VETERANS VOTE)

Following the shelving of the meas- 
ure yesterday in the senate, which pre- 
cipitated one of the sté@®miest sessions 
in the history of that usually dignified 
body, the White House today issued 
a statement showing that President 
Grant vetoed a soldiers’ bonus bill 
because it would have seriously embar- 
rassed government refunding opera- 
tions in progress at the time. 
“President Grant,” says the state- 
ment issued at the White House, “in 
the spring of 1875 vetoed a soldier's 
bonus bill which ha just been passed

a few days ago when he appeared 
before the senate,

This is the age of flannel. Both skirts and jackets of this material 


are worn for sports wear by women from one end of the continent 


tothe other.

They will be beautifully 
white. Or they may be whitened by 
rubbing them with a soft flannel dipped 
in eau de cologne. To polish ivory, 
putty powder and water, if rubbed on 
with a piece of old felt, produce a good 
polish when rubbed vigorously. 

Ivory handled knives may be whit- 
ened and cleaned by dipping a chamois 
in water, then in powdered pumice; rub 


hard. 

Jelly. 
It will usually come out with tepid 
water like sugar, but if the fruit juices 
leave a stain proceed as directed under 
fruit stains. 


Lace, 

‘Lace can seldom if ever be dry- 
cleaned satisfactorily, but every pre- 
caution must be taken.in wet-cleaning 
that the delicate texture is not injured. 
To clean real lace, wrap it around a 
bottle, and soak in a warm soap bath 
with a little borax in the water for 
one-half hour. Gradually bring the 
water to a boil, and let it boil 15 min- 
utes; then cool. When cool, rinse in 
three waters, take off the bottle, and 
pin on a flannel to dry. 

For laces which are not real or are 
of such a firmness that they may 
stand a little more rigorous treatment, 
soak in a soap solution for one-half 


‘hour and then in eau de Javelle water 


for 2 minutes. Rinse in a pint of 
water to which 4 teaspoonfuls of borax 
have been added. This will both 
neutralize the eau de Javelle and give 
stiffness like that of new lace to the 
old lace. 

For lace that is old and fragile, as 
well as for silk laces, which unless 
extremely dirty should preferably be 
dry-cleaned, fold up the lace and put

to be graduated yearly ranges from 
nine propeller makers to 480 airplane 
mechanics. The school is equipped and 
in position to turn out 2,004 graduate 
specialists yearly for Uncle Sam’s air 
service. 

A synopsis of one course—armorers 
—is indicative of of 
others: 

For six weeks the man ptiadies ma- 
chine guns; two weeks are given to 


small arms; two weeks to bomb and 


bomb releases; two weeks to fire con- 
trol gears and ring sights; two weeks 
/to ammunition and pyrotechnics; two 
weeks to field work-and shop practice. 

The word “study” is easily con- 
fused with the*work at the school. The 
student does not take a text book and 
jread it and answer questions from it 
for a period of sixteen weeks. Instead 
during his six weeks’ “study” of ma- 

chine guns, he handles theng, tears 
them apart, puts them back together, 
learns every part. 

In the airplane rigging departments 
a similar plan of instruction is fol- 
lowed. The students are not told how 
‘to rig the body of a plane—they simply 
get busy and doit. They are required 

be able to build the plane’s body 
rom a pile of wood, wire, and bolts, to 
a point where it will be ready for use 
if necessary. The rigging department 
is one of the largest and most im- 
portant of the schools. 

The school has at its disposal be- 


tween 300 and 400 motors of various 


types. Students of the various branches 
in which motors are the subject not 
only know parts, but they know how 
to make them. 

What is true of courses just de- 
scribed is true of all others at the 
new university. The men taking the 
instruction in courses which demand 
from four to fivé years in state uni- 
versities, complete the same _ work 
from four to five months in the army 
school. Machinists who have 
“ studied ” four to five years in civilian

The instructors are civilians. They 
are the highest type obtainable, and 
receive their positions under civil serv- 
ice rules. At the present time the 
school is short more than fifty of 
them. 

A visit through the school easily con- 
vinces. one that the army recruit who 


can land there for instruction and re- 


ceives it as it is arranged, has ‘pre- 
pared for himself an education for a 
lifetime. 

Other countries have apparently 
noted the work of the school, as a lieu- 
tenant of the Ecuador army is num- 


| bered among the students. All the men 


are not privates of the air service.

All are given the same instruction 
and when they graduate they know, 
and their instructors know, they can, if 
given the tools and parts, demonstrate, 
convincingly, effectually, ané@ efficient- 
ly, “ how it is done.”

Mr. Rice spent 
six weeks in making more than 300 
combinations of shapes and colors, 
finally arriving at one which seemed 
satisfactory. Taking the best of all, 
enough to fill the floor of his living 
-oom, he asked the opinion of every- 
body who came to the house—visitors. 
delivery boys, milkman, grocer, and 
the rest. Without fail they chose 
one which best pleased its designer 
and which is now the Chicago munic- 
ipal flag. 

“It shows a narrow white stripe at 
the top, rather less than a sixth of the 
whole surface. Below it is a bright 
blue stripe, exactly one-sixth. Next 
below this is a broad white band, more 
than twice as wide as the blue. Be- 
low this again are bright blue and 
white stripes, Mke those above. On 
the broadest band are two red stars 
with six 30 degree angled points each. 
The top stripe stands for the north 
side of the city, the upper blue band 
for Lake Michigan and north branch 
of the river, the broad white band for 
the west side, which is larger than the 
other two sides put together, the lower 
blue stripe for the south branch and 
the drainage channel, the lower white 
stripe for the south side, the first star 
for the Chicago fire of 1871, and the 
second for the Chicago fair of 1893. 
White, the composite of all colors, pre-, 
vails, standing for the admixture here 
of all the nations; blue is the color of 
water, and red is the color of fire and 
of festivity. If anything is done to 
Chicago as notable and epoch making 
as the fire, or if Chicago does anything 
as notable and epoch making as the 
fair, another star can be added.
